AROUSE AVIRULENT 


SENATE OPPOSITION} 


“Stops” and “Don'ts” 
Make Motoring Misery, 
Dill Declares. 


COMMON SENSE HELD 
NEEDED TO KILL FADS 


Tyranny in Traffic Bureau 
Charged; McKellar and King 
Join Criticism. 


Rough sledding in Congress for 
Washington’s less than a year old 
traffic bureau was forecast in the 
Senate yesterday. Senator Dill,.of 
Washington, declaring that traffic 
regulation here had reached the 
form of tyranny, said the bureau 
should be abdlished rather than 
have its powers increased. Senator 
King, of Utah, member of the Sen- 
ate District committee, agreed with 
him, asserting that sqgres of com- 
plaints come to him daily. Senator 
McKellar, of ‘Tennessee, joined in 
the criticism, while Senator Fletch- 
er, of Florida, sought briefly to de- 
fend it. 

Pointing out that there are two 
kinds of government—one in which 
the citizen exists for the govern- 
ment and the other in which the 
government exists for the citizen— 
Senator Dill declared that the city’s 
traffic regulations ‘‘are such as to 
bring the streets of Washington 
dangerously near the _ condition 
where the streets serve the police 
officers and mechanical signals 
rather than the people.” 

Several of the city’s wide streets, 
the most spacious in the country, 
said Senator Dill, have been made 
one-way thoroughfares, to the. ha- 
rassment of the motorist. 

Hits Crosswalk Rules. 


Even New York city does not find 
it necessary to ‘“‘stop the people 
from crossing the streets,”’ he said, 
while Chicago: does it only in its 
rush hours. 

“There ought to be a little bit 
of common sense used in enforc- 
ing these regulations, and most of 
all in making these regulations. 
The newest proposal is to drive all 
automobiles off the streets in the 
morning from 2 to 5, when there 
is scarcely any traffic on the streets. 
to banish all-night parking, and on 
top of all this comes the proposal 
that instead of taking away some 
of the power we shall enlarge their 
powers and give them still more 
power.”’ 

Senator Dill declared the local 
traffic bureau a striking example 
of the danger of creating both a 
legislative and judicial agency in 
one. He s2id the traffic heads must 
have taken seriously the suggestion 
that Washington’s traffic regula- 
tions should be a model for the 
country to copy, and as a result 
they have tried to see how many 
regulations they could make. 


Sees too Many ‘‘Stops.”’ 


Arterial highways have been 
established everywhere in the city, 
said Senator Dill, continuing: 

“You can not drive across the 
city today without stopping ten or 
fifteen ‘times; and that is true out 
in the residential districts, and not 
merely in the downtown district. 
The word ‘stop’ has been written 
on the streets in many places, and I 
think it was Will Rogers who sug- 
gested that when it snowed down 
here we would be in a terrible con- 
dition, because we could not see 
those words. I do not want to be 
misunderstood. I do not object to 
traffic regulations in those parts of 
the city -where traffic is heavy, o 
in the hours when it is heavy; but 
this city has less than half a million 
people.

GOVERNOR IS AT BEDSIDE 


Richmond, Va., Jan 4 (By A. P.). 
Mrs. E. Lee Trinkle, wife of the 
governor, was so seriously burned 
in a fire which caused extensive 
damage-in the State executive man- 
sion today, that surgical treatment 
will be necessary to relieve her suf- 
fering. 

The fire swept through virtually 
the entire lower floor of the man- 
sion while the governor was absent 
in his office nearby, and Mrs. 
Trinkle was injured when she ran 
through a wall of flame to reach her 
14-year-old son, E. Lee Trinkle, jr., 
who was asleep on the third floor. 

She was burnt about the face, 
neck and arms, but, with her son, 
leaped from the window to the 
ground. Neither wags injured by the 
leap, but she was in great pain to- 
night from her burns. 

The fire was started when a 
sparkler, with which 4-year-old 
Billy Trinkle was playing, ignited 
the family Christmas tree. He was 
rescued by his nurse, while another 
servant spread the alarm, 

Gov. Trinkle made frantic ef- 
forts to aid his wife and son as 
soon as he learned of the fire, but 
the swift spread of the flames in 
the old structure prevented’ him 
from entering. 

Irreparable damage was done to

$90,000 ASKED T0 PAY 
AMERICAN EXPENSES 


Coolidge Says Discussion of 
Parley’s Agenda Means 
No Entanglement. 


By JOHN EDWIN NEVIN. 

While President Coolidge yester- 
day was asking Congress for $50,- 
000 to defray expenses of an Amer- 
ican delegation to the League of 
Nations’ preliminary disarmament 
council at Geneva on February 15, 
Senator Shipstead. (Farm Labor), 
of Minnesota, was taking steps to 
instruct such a delegation to insist 
on an end of universal conscrip- 
tion through treaty. : 

The President, in his formal 
statement to Congress, made it 
plain that participation in the pre- 
liminary conference, which will 
frame the agenda for the _ real 
gathering of nations later on, will 
not commit this country to “sitting 
in,” unless the program is satis- 
factory to the United States. Sen- 
ator Shipstead, anticipating this 
view of the executive, took .occa- 
sion to open the way to considera- 
tion of universal conscription ana 
to having the conference opened to 
all the nations of the world. 

The Shipstead resolution, re- 
calling that it has been charged 
that “the chief obstacle to the 
maintenance of peace between na- 
tions is the temptation to make full 
use Of such military and economic 
force as universal conscription 
makes available,” and, that “the 
abolition of conscription can be ef- 
fected only by an_ international 
understanding of an unequivocal 
character between all of the peoples 
of the earth,” sets forth a program 
for the President’s consideration of 
a 30-year treaty, pledging all na- 
tions against conscription either 
for offense or defense. 

Factors to Be Considered. 


In the opening of his message, 
the President tells Congress that 
the invitation to attend at Geneva 
is a continuation of the work of the 
Washington oamrerenee. He then 
continues:

In the same 
period nineteen persons have been 
overcome by gas and treated in 
the hospitals. 

Mrs. Josephine FE. Johnson, wife 
of Walter A. Johnson, executive 
clerk of thé Senate; was killed by 
escaping gas in her home at 14098 
Eleventh street northwest yester- 
day afternoon. 

Mrs. Johnson was found un- 
conscious by her 15-year-old daugh- 
ter, Josephine, when the latter re- 
turned from Central High school, 
where she is a student. Help was 
summoned. Mrs. Johnson was 
taken to the hospital. She could 
not be revived. Coroner Nevitt 
issued a certificate of accidental 
death. Gas had escaped from a 
gas heater she had lighted to heat 
water. She is survived by her 
husband, daughter and son, Sher- 
man E. Johnson, 18 years old.

She ran for help and 
Policeman J. P. Sayer, of the Eighth 
precinct, administered first aid. 

Lying in the hospital last night. 
Mrs. Stewart attributed her escape 
from death to her prayers and the 
taking of holy communion early in 
the morning. A priest from the 
Immaculate Conception Catholic 
church had called at her 
early in the morning and adminis- 
tered the sacrament to the aged 
woman.

San Francisco, Jan. 4 (By A. 
P.).—A decision which, if upheld 
by the United States Supreme Court, 
will strip the Edward lL. Doheny in- 
terests of all their protested lease- 
holds in naval oil reserve No. 1, in 
California, and deny them any re- 
lief.for work performed in such re- 
serves and at the Pearl Harbor oil 
station at Honolulu was handed 
down here today by the United 
States circuit court of appeals. 

The court upheld the action of 
the United States district court in 
Los Angeles in ordering the can- 
cellation of the leaseholds in ques- 
tion on the ground that they were 
obtained through conspiracy ap’ 
collusion,

In effect the court held th 
through an illegal exchange of any 
sort the lessees most certainly were 
not entitled to the return of any 
moneys expended as an outgrowth 
of such illegal act.

Frank J. Hogan, chief defense 
counsel in the Edward L. Doheny 
oil cases, declared last night that 
the case in which his clients lost a 
decision yesterday in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals at 
San Francisco, would, of course, be 
taken to the Supreme Court. 

‘Until that court acts,’’ he said, 
“we shall have nothing to say.’ 

The government’s suit against E. 
L. Doheny oil interests was the 
first case investigated by the 
United States Senate committee 
to come to trial. During the Sen- 
ate investigation Doheny testified 
that he expected to realize $100,- 
000,000 on the leases and contracts 
involving the Elk Hills naval oil 
reserve, Gern county, Calif., and 
construction of the navy oil base at 
Pearl Harbor, Hawail. 


Fall’s Action Held Fraudulent, 


Federal Judge Paul J. McCormick 
at Los. Angeles, after hearing the 
case, which opened in October, 1924, 
ordered the leases and contracts 
canceled on two grounds. First, 
that they were against public pol- 
icy because the action of the then 
Secretary of the Interior, Albert.B: 
Fall, in making them was fraudu- 
lent, and, second, because the ex- 
ecutive order under which the in- 
struments were executed was in- 
valid. 

In its complaint the government 
charged that a fraudulent cc 


entered into negotiations surround- 
ing the leases. Government coun- 
sel charged specifically that the 
$100,000 ‘‘loan’’ Doheny made to 
Fall in November, 1921. was a 
bribe and constituted a fraud on 
the United States. 

Counsel for Doheny defended the 
$100,000 transaction as a persona! 
loan between friends of Hfe-long 
standing and held that it played no 
part’in securing the leases since the 
tender took place more than a year 
previous to the letting of the ma- 
jor lease in suit. 

Secrecy Was Alleged. 
During the trial at Los Angeles 
the government introduced a mags 
of evidence designed to show that 
throughout the negotiations Fall 
and Doheny were the chief factors 


in all important matters leading up 
to the letting of the leases. Other 


evidence tended to: show that se- 
crecy surrounded the negotiations 
and that the leases were made with: 
out competitive bidding.

Association Is Told Realty on Connecticut Avenue Will 
Suffer in Value if Mortuary Establishments Are Per- 
mitted to Locate There—Parking Ban Indorsed. 


The Dupont Circle Citizens asso- 
ciation voted yesterday to wage a 


finish fight to prevent W. R. Speare 
& Co. from converting the premises 
at 1623 Connecticut avenue north- 
west into an undertaking establish- 
ment. 

S. D. Bradley, a leader in the 
fight, - predicted serious conse- 
quences if the undertaker is per- 
mitted to locate on Connecticut 
avenue. 

He said that eventually there 
would be a virtual ‘‘undertakers’ 
row” on the street, as several un- 
dertaking establishments have in- 
dicated that they will locate there 
if Speare & Co. does. Property 
values on Connecticut avenue 
would depreciate as much as 40 
per cent, he predicted, and many 
tenants would be certain to move 
away. 

It is the second such fight the 
Dupont association has had ovw its 
hands. About a year ago it was 
successful in preventing an under- 
taker from locating across from 
the British embassy. 

Victor Cahill told the association 

yesterday that W. R. Speare & Co. 
had been given a 10-year lease on 
the Connecticut avenue property by 
the Weaver Bros. real estate firm, 
and that it also had been issued a 
permit to locate there. Cahill said 
he had pleaded in vain with the 
head of the undertaking firm to 
stay off the stregt. 
Commissioner Frederick A. Fen- 
ning, Cahill said, was willing to is- 
sue an order against the undertak- 
ing firm, prohibiting it from using 
the premises, but Maj. Edwin T. 
Hesse, superintendent of police, was 
opposed to such action.

Maj. Clayton E. Emig, financial

Copy of Letter to Commis- 
sioners Is Sent to Comp- 
troller General McCarl. 


‘Lieut. Mina C. Van Winkle, com- 
manding officer of “the woman’s 
bureau of the police department, 
refused yesterday to comment on a 


letter written to the District board 


of commissioners by Judge Kathryn 
Sellers, of the District juvenile 
court, attacking the conduct of the 
woman’s bureau. 

Judge Sellers charged in her let- 
ter that those respohsible for the 
management of the House of De- 
tention have no right to hold chil- 
dren under seventeen years of age 
in custody unless. “dependency or 
delinquency has been first ascer- 
tained and declared by the juvenile 
court.’”’ 


Eight Cases Cited. 


She cites eight cases of children, 
seven of them girls, imprisoned 
without such authority. She said 
expenditures of public funds for 
this purpose was unlawful and sent 
a copy of her letter to Comptroller 
General McCarl. 

When asked if she cared to reply 
to the accusations Mrs. Van Winkle 
said: 

“The letter was written to the 
commissioners. I do not care to 
answer their correspondence for 
them. I have nothing to say.’’ 

Commissioner Rudolph said that 
Judge Sellers had called on him to 
discuss the situation and then had 
written the letter. 

“It came just before I left the 
office for the day,” he said, “and 
I have not read it. I will lay it 
before the other commissioners for 
consideration.”’ 


The Law is Cited. 


After citing a section of the act 
creating the Juvenile court, Judge 
Sellers’ letter said: 

“After careful consideration, I 
believe the intent of this provision 
was to give the juvenile court im- 
mediate jurisdiction over any per- 
son under 17 taken into custody by 
the police and that thereafter no 
child could be placed in the house 
of detention and supported legally 
either wholly or in part at public 
expense without an order from the 
juvenile court.”’ 

Citing an increase in appropria- 
tions. for the house of. detention 
from $3,930 in 1918 to $14,340 for 
the current year, without increase 
in the number of children com- 
mitted by her court, Judge Sellers’ 
letter said: 

“It is believed that many children 
have been held and illegally sup- 
ported at public expense during that 
time.’’ 

Following more or less detailed 
description of each of the eight 
cases she named, Judge Sellefs’ let- 
ter said 

“‘No papers were ever filed in the 
juvenile court for any of these 
cases. However well it may be 
operated, the house of detention is 
a lockup, and these children should 
not have been kept in a lockup .-in 
association with drunken women, 
prostitutes and shoplifters, even if 
the District of Columbia was to be 
required to support them pending 
trials of defendants against whom 
two were to be witnesses. é 

“In addition to these cases, 
names of children appear from day 
to day under the charge of ‘lodger,’ 
‘fugitive from parents,’ ‘held for 
Maryland authorities,’ ‘investiga- 
tion’ and ‘incorrigibility.’ It is be- 
lieved that all these children have 
been improperly supported at pub- 
lic expense.’’

President, Condemns Cap- 
per and Zihiman Bills.

DANGER SEEN IN ADDING 
TO CITY HEADS’ POWER 


Committee Named to Address 
Senate and House Hearings 
in Opposition. 


“A dagger pointed at the heart 
of organized labor,’’ was the de- 
scription given by A. C. Hayden, 
vice president of the Central Labor 
union, last: night, to the Capper and 
Zihlman bills-introduced yesterda¥ 
in Congress, which seek to enlarge 


the legislatiye- powers of the Dis- 
trict commissioners. 

A resolution was passed at Mr. 
Hayden’s suggestion, which con- 
déemned the proposed bills in toto. 
The occasion was the regular meet- 
ing of the Central Labor union at 
Musicians’ hall. 

It was further voted that a com- 
mittee be appointed to address the 
Senate and the House committees 
when the two identical bills are 
given a hearing. For this purpose, 
A. C. Hayden, John B. Dickman, of 
the Typographical union, and New- 
ton James, of the Firemen’s union, 
were appointed to address’ these 
committees and voice the opposi- 
tion of organized labor to the bills. 


Bills are Condemned. 


Principal speeches, condemning 
the bills, Were made by A. C, Hay- 
den and John B. Dickman. Mr. 
Hayden stated. that the proposed 
bills would give the commissioners 
power to “impose their will on the 
people, who would have no redress, 
as they would have no voice in the 
naming of the commissioners.”’ 

“It would be dangerous to give 
the executive officers legislative 
power, because we would be sub- 
jected to the legislative whim,’’ Mr. 
Hayden said. ‘‘The framers of the 
Constitution were careful to guard 
against the executive having any 
legislative power, so to safeguard 
the people they established separate 
branches to care for executive, 
legislative and judicial branches, 
making them independent but co- 
ordinate. 

“The organic act of 1878, which 
created the District commissioners, 
was careful in not delegating to 
them any legislative power, and this 
point was well understood by the 
framers of the act, and well dis- 
cussed by them. The Central 
Labor Union should go on record in 
no uncertain terms as being opposed 
to these bills, and a special com- 
mittee should be named for making 
known its opposition to the bill as 
they have been proposed.”’ 


Called Insidious Attack. 


John B. Dickman called the bills 
‘an insidious attack on organized 
labor,’’ referring particularly to sec- 
tion 8 of the bill, which would give 
fhe commissioners the power to 
widen sidewalks and roadways, and 
to fix the rates of assessment on 
Ditsrict property. He declared it 
was merely a “‘smoke-screen to de- 
ceive the public and hide the real 
purpose of the Dbill.”’ 

Officers elected and installed by 
the union were: Clarence Cooper, 
president; A. C. Hayden, vice presi- 
dent; A. M. Rogers, secretary; N. 
A. James, financial secretary; Mig- 
non Miller, treasurer, and Michael 
Tozzolo, sergeant at arms. Trus- 
tees named were: John Botts, 
chairman; C. S. Ryan, and Charles 
Kamm. aoe 

Mr. Cooper, who succeeds him- 
self, was presented with a gold 
ring in appreciation of the work 
done during his administration.

WITH ITALIAN RULER 
AND FAMILY AT SIDE 


Margherita Succumbs at 74; 
Blood Clot Forms After 
Pneumonia Attack. 


BELOVED BY SUBJECTS; 
WAS SAVOY PRINCESS 


Became a Widow in 1900 on 
Assassination of King 
Humbert at Monza. 


Bordighera, Italy, Jan. 4 (By A. 
P.).—Margherita, beloved queen 
thother of Italy, died at the royal 
castle here at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing after apparently having won a 
brave fight against pleural pneu- 
monia. 

Her son, King Victor Emmanuel, 
and other members of the royal 
family were at the bedside when 
the "end came, having been hur- 
riedly summoned yesterday when 
the sudden turn for the worse was 
first noted. The patient, late last 
night, sank into a.coma from which, 
despite heroic efforts by her doctors, 
she never emerged. 

The widow of King Humbert, 
who was assassinated at Monza, 
July 29, 1900, Margherita celebrat- 
ed her 74th birthdy anniversary on 
November 20. 

The actual cause of death was a 
cerebral blood clot, which devel- 
oped last night, but a heavily con- 
tributing cause was the _ serious 
weakening of her powers of resist- 
ance by the attack of pleural pneu- 
monia which began early in No- 
vember. 

Oxygen Is Administered. 

Throughout the night the end 
was postpohed by frequent admin- 
istration of oxygen... The actual 
coming of death wasshardly ap- 
parent to the little group around 
the bed.

News of the sudden change for 
the worse in Margherita’s condition 
and then the agnouncement of her 
death caused a*wave of profound 
emotion to sweep over the nation. 

Margherita was the best beloved 
queen Italy has ever had, not only 
because of her personal charm, but 
because she was herself an Ttalian, 
being born a princess of Savoy. 

Extreme unction was adminis- 
tered to the dying queen by Father 
Sismendini, who entered the death 
chamber at 8 o’clock this morning 
and remained for nearly an hour. 

The first message of condolence 

to arrive at the castle was from 
Premier Mussolini. Others fol- 
lowed from Signor Tittoni, presi- 
dent of the senate; Signor Cazer- 
tano, president of the chamber of 
deputies; members of the cabinet 
and other notables. 
' It was Queen Margefhita’s veto 
that prevented the marriage of the 
Duke of Abruzzi to Miss Katherine 
Elkins, now Mrs. Wilgiam F. R. 
Hitt, of Washjngton. 

Charity throughout her life 
caused Margherita Marieta Giovan- 
na, widow of King Humbert, to be 
especially beloved. : 

She was ever ready to organize 
benefits for many philanthropic in- 
stitutions under her patronage. 

She was opposed to divorce. A 
bill jntroduced in the Italian par- 
liament in 1902 was withdrawn at 
her request. 

An attempt was made to assas- 
sinate her in 1905 while motoring 
at Little St. Bernhard. Two ar- 
rests were made., While at Evians 
Les Bains she Was) stoned. 

She lovéd motoring so much that 
she was arrested and fined for 
tla in Switzerland in 1905.

Renunciation a Counter-Move 
to Save Throne for His 
Son, Paper Says. 


MARIE SAID TO FAVOR 
HIS BROTHER, NICHOLAS 


Surrender-of Rights as Crown 
Prince Accepted; Regency 
for Child Formed. 


London, Jan. 4 (By A. P.).— 
The final and successful renuncia- 
tion of Crown Prince Carol of Rou- 
mania was accomplished, says a 
special correspondent of the West- 
minster Gazette, to counteract the 
plans of his mother, Queen Marie 
and Premier Bratiano to thwart his 
succession to the throne ih favor 
of his brother, Prince Nicholas, and 
to insure the succession of his own 


son, Prince Michael. 

The correspondent asserts that 
the inner history of Carol’s re- 
peated attempts at renuciation re- 
veals the fact that as far back as 
his marriage to Mlle: Zyzig Lam- 
brino, he was aware of the exist- 
ence of a powerful movement in 
high court and political circles to 
enthrone Nicholas. 

Iinglish educated, Prince Nich- 
Olas always was Queen Marie’s fav- 
orite child, and the more popular 
with :the Roumanian people be- 
cause he, alone of the royal chil- 
dren, spoke Roumanian fluently. 


Marie Called Real Ruler. 


““The ambitious and clever Queen 
Marie,’ continues the correspond- 
ent, “was always the real ruler af 
Roumania, and her political ally, 
Bratiano lent himself willingly to 
the queen’s policy. Carol always 
was aware of this opposition, and 
political animosity between the 
prince and the premier followed as 
a natural course. 

“Carol, realizing that both the 
popular choice and the plans of the 
court and cabinet were antagonistic 
to him, and maddened by the per- 
emptory breaking of his love match, 
decided to have done with it all. 
His dramatic action in taking the 
matter into his own hands, rather 
than-allow the plans of the queen 
and Bratiano slowly to mature, has 
“dropped a bombshell in Roumanian 
court and political circles. He has 
at least assured the succession to 
his son Michael—an unexpected 
counter move to the plans of Bra- 
tiano.”’ / 


Accepted. 


Bucharest, Roumania, Jan. 4 
(By A. P.).—The ational 
sembly by a practically unanimous 
vote today accepted Prince Carol’s 
renunciation of his succession to 
the throne and took from him all 
his prerogatives as a member of 
the royal family. The assembly 
confirmed the appointment of 
Carol’s four-year-old son Prince 
Mihai (Michael) as heir apparent. 

The assembly also accepted King 
Ferdinand’s recommendation that 
a regency until Prince Mihai at- 
tains the age of 18, to rule in the 
event of Ferginand’s death, should 
be composed of Prince Nicholas, 
the king’s second son; Mer. 
Miron Cristea, as patriarch of the 
Roumanian orthodox church, and 
/Grifore Buzdugan, as president of 
the supreme court of justice. 

Bills were laid before the as- 
sembly to transfer Prince Carol’s 
possessions as heir apparent to 
Prince Mihai and to the regency. 

The necessary civil procedure 
for a divorce between Prince Carol 
and Princess Helen of Greece has 
been started.

Paris, Jan. 4 (By A. P.)—Tran- 
sylvania, eastern Hungary and Rou- 
mania present the most critital sit- 
uation in Europe, which is. slowly 
emerging from one of the werst 
floods in its history.

‘countries and the amount of dam-| 


age inflicf®d probably will not be 
known for several days, perhaps 
weeks, because of the demoraliza- 
tion of communications and because 
yast areas of territory are likely to 
remain under water for some time. 
But it is certain that there will 
be a tremendous death toll and huge 
financial loss. 

The swollen rivers and canals in 
Belgium and Holland are going 
down: the German and Polish riv- 
ers also are receding; the situation 
in France remains at a standstill, 
but the rain there continues un- 
abated. 

Details of the casualties and suf- 
fering in Transylvania, Hungary 
and Roumania are slowly reaching 
Budapest and Bucharest. It is vari- 
ously estimated that between 500 
and 1,000 persons have perished, 
while the loss in cattle and the 
damage to spring wheat and prop- 
erty is tremendous. 


No Warning of Danger. 


Most deaths occurred in isolated 
hamlets and on small farms where 
the residents had no warning ‘of 
approaching danger. This makes 
the task of a close computation of 
casualties almost impossible. Many 
died of hunger or exposure as they 
waited to be rescued from their 
house tops or other vantage points. 

Eastern Hungary has suffered 
greatly, but the wheat reports are 
more reassuring. At Kis-Jano,-it 
is known that 155 houses collapsed 
and several*persons perished. In 
the Ozetete district 410 houses and 
farms were destroyed and it is be- 
lieved that portions of this district 
will be inundated for at least ten 
days. 

The worst situation exists along 
the river Theiss, where thousands 
of inhabitants still remain on the 
roofs of their flooded houses await- 
ing rescue, Great ice packs swept 
down from the mountains by recent 
thaws have completely dammed up 
the rivers at several points, caus- 
ing the water.to overflow the coun- 
tryside.

In arguing before the circuit 
court of appeals the defense con- 


tended that Judge McCormick’s 
finding that Secretary Denby was 
‘passive’ throughout the negotla- 
tions, that he “‘took no activespart”’ 
{in them and was without knowledge 
of the contents of the documents he 
signed, was directly céttrary to evi- 
dence in the lower court, 

Defense counsel pointed specifi- 
cally to testimony of Admiral J. K. 
Robison, in charge of oil matters 
under Secretary Denby, who testi- 
fied that “I never did one thing in 
this oil business without its being 
approved by Secretary Denby first.’’ 

Through this and other evidence 
the defense sought to show that the 
stamp of legality was placed on all 
leases and contracts in suit. 

Attorneys for Doheny called the 
attention of the appellate court to 
the decision of Federal Judge Ken- 
nedy at Cheyenne, who declined to 
cancel leases held by the Mammoth 
Oil Co., executed at about the same 
time as the Doheny leases, and 
quoted that part of the decision 
which said that ‘‘to hold that it 
was not Denby’s officia] act is, it 
seems to us, little short of branding 
him as an imbecile.”’ 


Executed Under Harding Order. 


The leases to Doheny were ex- 
ecuted under the executive order 
of May 31, 1921, signed by Presi- 
dent Harding, delegating power to 
lease naval oil lands to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. Preceding this 
order was the congressiona] act of 
June 4, 1920, known as the nayal 
oil resérve act, which authorized 
the Secretary of the Navy to lease 
and operate these lands “in his dis- 
cretion’’ and “for the benefit of the 
United States.’’ 

The government charged the| 
leasing of virtualy all of naval oil | 
reserve No. 1 was contrary 4o the | 
policy outlined by Congress. since | 
the lands were to be held as re- 
serves except for protection against 
drainage. 

The contracts entered into be- 
tween the government and Doheny 
provided for the construction of a 
neval oil base at Pearl Harbor and 
to supply a total of 4,200,000 bar- 
rels of fuel oil at the Hawaiian 
base.

Court Asks More Briefs 


In Oil Lease Indictments 


Additional briefs were requested 
yesterday by Justice Wendell P. 
Stafford; of criminal court No. 1, in 


which have been attacked by de- 


murrer. 
These indictments involve the 
Fall-Doheny-Sinclair group of de- 


fendants and deal with the Teapot 
Dome and Elk Hills naval oil re- 
serves.

Counsel on both sides are now 
asked to furnish the court with ad- 
ditional briefs concerning the fol- 
lowing questions which have oc- 
curred to Justice Stafford and were 
not covered by the briefs originally 
submitted. The court order reads: 

“The court having read carefully 
the briefs already presented, invites 
counsel to furnish additional briefs 
upon the following questions: 

““(g,) Do the statements of. matter 
of law in the indictment tie the gov-, 
ernment to the legal theory that 
Fall was acting with legal authority 
in dealing with the oil and gas lands 
under the executive order of May 
$1, 1921? 

“(2) If the icbcsles order of May 
81, 1921, did not give Fall any 
legal authority to deal with the oil 
and gas lands in question, did it 
nevertheless, give him. color of 
legal authority to deal with them? 

“(3) If the executive order of May 
31, 1921, gave Fall nothing more 
than a color of legal authority to 
deal with said matters, might the

OF 17 OSAGE INDIAN 


Rumors tana in Circulation 
in Oklahoma Are Placed 
Before Grand Jury. 


CONFESSION REPORTED 
FROM FEDERAL PRISON 


$2,000,000 Owned by Family 
Said to Have Been Stake 
of Conspiracy. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Jan. 4 (By 
A. P.).—Federal and State authori- 
ties today struck. straight at the 
heart of the mystery that for more 
than two years has covered nearly 
a score of violent deaths in the 
Osage country, home of the world's 
richest Indian tribe. 

At Pawhuska, capital of the 
Osage nation, two men fell into a 
net spread through months 
secret investigation to trap the 
leaders in an alleged murder ring 
to which is attributed responsibil- 
ity for. most of the. seventeen 
deaths. 

And, at Guthrie, a Federal grand 
jury was empaneled to sift from a 
maze of rumors the facts that will 
reveal either as a reality or a myth, 


a gigantic conspiracy to remove by 
death an entire family with scat- 
tered connections, with a $2,000,- 
000 fortune as the stake. 


“King of the Hills’ Held. 


Tonight W. K. Hale, ‘‘king of the 
Osage hilis,’’ and Ernest Buckhart, 
his close friend and neighbor, wers 
under arrest charged with the mur- 
der of W.-E. Smith, white husband 
of a wealthy Osage woman, who 
was killed in the dynamiting of his 
home at Fairfax March 10, 1922. 

M. A. Bloyd, the fourth man 
named, has not been arrested. 

Bert Lawson;prisoner in the Fed- 
eral penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
the man whose alleged confession 
gave officers the lead that led to 
the arrests, also is named in a mur- 
der charge, but will not be brought 
here for the present at least. 

Hale walked into the sheriff’s of- 
fice at Pawhuska an@ submitted to 
arrest while officers were en route 
to his home in Fairfax to take him 
into custody. Bloyd surrendered 
immediately after the warrants 
were served. 

The murder warrants were sworn 
out in State courts, but Federal 
agents aided in serving them. 


Hale Said to Be Wealthy. 


Hale is a cattle man about 40 
years old and reputed to be’wealthy. 
He is not an Indian, having come to 
the Osage country from Texas about 
25 years ago. Several years ago hé 
was charged with cattle rustling, 
but was released because of insuf- 
ficient evidence. 

State attorneys said Hale had 
been named by Lawson as the man 
who hired him to touch off the fuse 
atthe Smith residence. Bloyd, at 
the time, was jailer at the Osage 
county jail, and was said by Law- 
son to have released him from the 
jail in order to dynamite the house. 

« Fhe State attorneys said that no 
her arrests were contemplated.

It is under- 
stood they are to appear before an 
Oklahoma grand jury in connection 
with alleged knowledge of the 
Osage Indian murders. They are 
Walter Philpot, Price Bowels, John 
Henderson, al] serving sentences for 
violation of liquor laws.

The, subjects to be considered by the 


preparatory commission, as outlined by 


‘President. Coolidge, ‘give.a fair idea of 
‘the immense range and complexity of 


‘the problem of universal disarmament. 
‘The President says: 


It is proposed that the deliberations of 
the commission shall be directed to such 
matters as the several factors upon the 
powers of a country in time of war de- 
pend; whether limitation of the. ultimate 
War strength of a country is practicable 
or whether disarmament should be con- 
fined to the peace strength alone; the 
relative advantages or disadvantages of 
each of the various forms which reduc- 
tion or limitation of armament may take 
in the case of land, sea and air -forces; 
the standard of measurement of. the 
armdment of one country against the 
armament of another; the possibility of 
ascertaining whether the armed force of 
a country is organized in a spirit of ag- 
gression or for purely defensive pur- 
poses; the consideration of the principle 
upon which a scale of armament for 
various countries can be drawn up and 

factors which enter into the estab- 
lishment of those principles, such as 
-cemmunication, resources, geographical 
+ situations, population, the vulnerability 
of frontiers, necessary delays in the trans- 
forming of peace armament into war 
armament; criteria, if any, by which it 
may be possible to distinguish between 
civil and militar? aircraft; the military 
value of commercial fleets; the relation 
between regional security and disarma- 
ment and between-regional disarmament 
and general disarmament. 


* This outline reveals the fact that the 
-preparatory commission will be expected 
to inquire into subjects which affect the 
very existence and independence of na- 
tions. If all governments should “lay 
their cards on the table,” it might be that 
‘the commission, if composed of super- 
men, could work out a program which 
‘would Jead to the just apportionment to 
each nation the armament it needed; but 
certain governments are engaged in 
wars, and others are preparing for of- 
fensive and defensive wars, so that it is 
mot to be expected that they will reveal 
to. any international commission their 
real resources and war plans. Nor, even 
aif they should, is it to be expected that 
every nation would voluntarily accept the 
arms allotment suggested by an inter- 
national body.

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BATHING BEACH ‘LEGISLATION. 
Representative Frederick D. Zihlman, of 
Maryland, chairman of. the House ‘District 
committee, has demonstrated on a number of 


occasiqns ‘his capacity and fitness forthe posi- | 


tion. he holds at the head of this important 
committee, but probably, never better than 
when he announced his purpose to press for leg- 
islation at this session of Congress which will 
give Washington ample bathing beach facilities. 
Mr. Zihlman-will introduce a bill authorizing 
the expenditure of $350,000 for the construc- 
tion of:two bathing beaches on land’ already 
owned by the government. The sites are to be 
chosen by the director of.public buildings and 
parks after conferences with the fine arts 
commission. The proposed plans call for two 
artificial pools, one 400 feet long and 200 feet 
wide, with accommodations for 2,000 bathers 


~at a time, or 10,000 a dgy, and the other 260 


feet long and 190 feet wide, to accommodate 
5,000 persons each’ day. The latter pool would 
be for colored bathers. 

Mr. Zihlman did not wait until the session 
had advanced so far that there would be no 
probability. of securing favorable action on his 
bill, nor did he have to be prompted to take 
the initiative by the people of Washington. 
The Maryland legislator in presenting his bill 
undoubtedly had fresh in his.memory the ex- 
perience of the people of Washington Jast 
summer when they were left without any 
bathing facilities whatsoever. The result was 
that the National Capital last summer had a 
greater list of casualties from drowning than 
ever before in its history. 

The construction of the pools proposed by 
Representative Zihlman would. take the place 
of the Tidal basin beach and would provide 
facilities that would be the equal if not the 
superior. of those that have been abandoned. 
Mr. ZihJman has no particular sites in mind, 
it is said, but will leave the selection to the 
Federal officials who will have charge of the 
beaches. What: he wants is to have the 
necessary legislation passed in time to insure 
the construction of the beaches so they can 
be made available next simmer. “Mr. Zihlman 
may have to make a fight in view of the dis- 
approval of the project by the bureau of the 
budget, but he will surely have no lack of 
support from the people of Washington.

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PULP WOOD. 
For some time propaganda has been em- 
ployed to induce the Canadian parliament, 
which convenes on the 7th instant, to impose 


“an embargo on the exportation of pulp wood. 


The plea is used that such a move will con- 
serve the Canadian forests. As a* matter of 
fact, about 90 per cent of the Canadian forest 
areas are crowa& lands; and under the Can- 
adian law timber from crown lands can not 
be exported. ° ; 

Of the remaining 10 per cent, only about 
18. per cent is'cut for pulp purposes. Of this 
timber thus cut, Canada consumes three times 
as much as the United States. Thus a pro- 
ppsed embargo for purposes of conservation 
would affect only a very small portion of the 
timber area outside crown lands. 

Manifestly the interests moving for an em- 
bargo are not controlled by any conservation 
purpose, but wish to raise the price of pulp 
wood and thus in a large measure control the 
price of paper, including. newspaper, in the 
United States. 

In the United States there are several hun- 
dred pulp mills representing an investment 
of some $900,000,000, and employing 125,- 
000 people, receiving an annual wage of 
something like $185,000,000. An embargo 
on the export of Canadian pulp wood to the 
United States would cripple a very large 
American industry, and raise the price’ of 
paper. ‘

A study in sociology, in a strict 
technical sense, ‘‘The Kid Himself” 
is infinitely better than that; it is, 
in short, a good human interest 
story which, taken direct from the 
juvenile court records of any Ameri- 
can city would find itself immediate- 
ly upon the first page of a news- 
paper whose city editor knows that 
what the great American public 
likes, after all, are sobs, and 
laughter, and a thrill or two thrown 
in for good measure. 

‘The Kid Himself,’’ as a play and 
as a character, abounds in senti- 
mentality; but the age, even though 
the jazz artists hold to the contrary, 
has not yet gone so far that it fails

The Kid “sticks up” a 
delicatessen store, turns $150 in 
cash over to his buddy, Jim, and 
after the two hopefuls get out of 
New York, lands himself in the ju- 
venile court where a very humane 
judge has him sent to a protector- 
ate. 

That is enough of the story to 
plant the idea. There are counter 
love interests; a villian brought in 
for good measure; the Kid the idol

TO TEMPT A _ CHILD'S 
APPETITE. 


HOW 
HE Massachusetts health de- 
ay partment advises the follow- 
ing methods for making chil- 
dren eat foods which they should 
seth but which they sometimes. de- 
cline: 


MILK. A child who refuses milk 
may take it through a straw. He 
may take it if he be allowed to pour 
it himself from a pitcher into his 
own glass. It is sometimes advis- 
able to set a half glass before the 
child. 

Milk may be disguised by mak- 
ing it into cocoa, cream sauce, 
soups, chowders, puddings, cus- 
tards, junket, cereals, eggnog, or by 
adding it to chocolate desserts or 
cereals. 


EGGs. If eggs are objected to 
they may be disguised by codking 
them into puddings, custards, 
cream sauce, or making them into 
eggnogs. Beaten eggs may be serv- 
ed on puddings and custards. 


CEREALS. If cereals are object- 
ed to the flavor may be changed by 
the addition of raisins, dates, figs, 
and prunes or by serving them with 
cream or top milk. By daily vary- 
ing the cereal used objection may 
be overcome. Cereals may be cook- 
ed into puddings. 


VEGETABLES. When vegetables 
are objected to the objection can 
be overcome in some instances by 
serving them with cream sauce or 
with butter, or by cooking them 
into soups, or by other variations 
in cooking. 

BREADS. When a child objects 
to breads, vary the kind, serve 
bread cooked with raisins or prunes 
or nuts. Spread it with jam or 
» jelly. 

These are minor matters in a 
sense, but these suggestions may 
prove practical in getting around 
difficulties. But back of such de- 
tails the parent should know the 
reasons for finicky appetite.

MID-WEEK MARKETING. 

IDWEEK marketing is diffi- 
M cult, more so, probably, than 

any other marketing, as we 
have seldom planned—and, hesi- 
tating to buy a roast or fowl again 
invariably approach the stalls with, 
‘Let me see, what shall I have?’’ 
And this is far from the most sat- 
isfactory way to market—and does 
not make for well-managed kitch- 
ens. Meals should, I firmly believe, 
be planned in detail at home and 
marketing done with a carefully 
thought out list in the hand. 

Any number of young house- 
keepers have lamented the difficul- 
ties of midweek buying, so many, 
in fact, that I am going to devote 
today’s column to giving you a few 
of the advantages of what we call 
heavy Wednesday marketing. This 
pertains, largely, to meats and veg- 
etables, assuming that supplies of 
“‘drystuffs,’’ butter, eggs et cetera 
are purchased as the supply runs 
low and in as large quantities as 
can be conveniently cared for with 
your storage accommodations. 

Light midweek buying will have 
been, I think, a bit. more expen- 


sive by the end of the week than 
heavy buying, and that it is an ad-

vantage to buy substantially in the 
middle of the week I have long 
been convinced. If, because you 
think it appropriate, or easy or a 
change, you indulge in chops, steak, 
cutlet or some other single portion 
meat on Wednesday, you will have 
to continue to do so on Friday and 
Saturday, because Friday is un- 
questionably too late in the week 
to attempt to have a roast and use 
it up before Sunday—unless you 
plan not to have a roast on Sunday. 
Small roasts, as no doubt most of 
you who have been keeping house 
for any length of time, have al- 
ready discovered, are not an econ- 
omy, necessarily, with 
tion, possibly, of lamb, which is 
usually more tender when small. | 
A roast of beef, when small, does | 
not roast as well and is apt to be, 
far too well done despite our ef- 
forts to avoid it, to be its best. 
Roast beef should, so experts tell 
us, be cooked rapidly and to so 
delicately turn as to have the blood, 
or juice, running in the center. A 
small roast also does not serve 
advantage and I suggest that you 
buy at least two ribs, even for the 
small family of two, and cook it, if 
it is sirloin or rib, exactly 14 min- 
utes to the pound, or 15 to 16 if 
you wish it to be well done. If 
you wish, occasionally, a roast

bone. I am quite sure he will be 
glad to accommodate you. 

It is not, however, at all neces- 
sary that you buy as expensive a 
cut for midweek as for Sunday. It 
is rather nice I think to try un- 
usual dishes that dre large enough 
to enable you to round the week 
out, and there are many inexpen- 
sive cuts of meat which, properly 
cooked and seasoned, are most 
palatable. One of these days I 
want to tell you something about 
the art of proper seasoning and 
flavoring and which extracts and 
spices it would be well to keep 
always in the house. The better 
cuts of meat need very little sea- 
soning—that is why they are the 
better cuts—the cheaper ones need 
careful seasoning and cooking 
and can be made delicious. Butt 
for the present I must content my- 
self with giving you receipts call- 
ing for such things as you are 
likely to have—-but if you have no 
bay leaf and no pepper corns, buy 
5 cents worth of each, it is an 
abundance. 

May I suggest that for this mid- 
week marketing you go in search of 
a well cut piece of pot roast from 
the forequarter of the animal, and

The Mighty Statue of Apollo 


F you had been living in Greece 
l or Rome 2,200 years ago, ane 

would surely have heard about 
the mighty statue of Apollo which 
stood at Rhodes. 


In the year of which I speak, the 
statue was young. It had been fin- 
ished only six years before, but its 
fame must have been carried far 
and wide by the sailors of. the sea. 


Rhodes is an island which lies off 
the southwestern coast of Turkey. 
Twenty-one hundred years ago it 
was an independent country whose 
people were mainly Greeks. 


Some time before, it had been 
attacked by a large fleet sent from 
Macedonia. Rhodes had held out 
against the attack for a year, but 
it would probably have been forced 
to give in had not the king of 
Egypt sent help. By that help the 
enemy ships were beaten off. 


The people of the island were 
filled with joy and gave credit for 
their victory to their chief god, 
Apollo. In his honor a mighty 
statue was ordered to be put up. 
A skillful man named Chares was 
placed in charge of the work. Pieces 
of bronze were molded into shape 
and clamped _ together. Slowly, 
through the course of twelve years, 
the statue grew, until at last it 
stood 100 feet high. 

The fame of the statue spread

Unhappily an earthquake shook 
Rhodes 66 years after the statue 
of the sun god was put up. It top- 
pled to the ground and lay there, 
partly broken, for nine centuries. 
Pliny, the Roman scientist, saw it 
and wrote: 

“Even as it lies it excites our 
wonder. Few men can clasp the 
thumb in their arms.’’ 


The Colossus of Rhodes. 


Because of its size the statue was 
known as the Colossus (that is, the 
giant statue) of Rhodes. Legend 
says that when the Arabs won pow- 
er over the island they sold the 
rusty bronze to a junk dealer, who 
took it away ‘‘on the backs of 900 
camels.” 

The exact shape of the statue is 
not certain. It has been commonly 
pictured as standing with one foot 
on each side of a harbor entrance, 
but more likely it stood with legs 
together.

Maj. Joseph Wheless, an attor- 
ney of New York, was the plain- 
tiff, and he sued as a taxpayer. 
Under the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Froth- 
ington case, no taxpayer, as a tax- 
payer, can interfere with the ex- 
penditure of public funds or the 
disposition of public property by a 
government officer who is acting 
‘In accordayce with a law covering 
ithe use or disposition of money or 
property in question. The appel- 
late court cited this case and 
other cases like it. 


STILL HIGHER TEACHER 
PENSIONS CONSIDERED 


Amendment to Be Discussed 
at Meeting of Education 
Board Tomorrow. 


COMMITTEE TO. REPORT 


Greater increase in teachers’ pen- 
sions than is provided for in the 
amendment to the existing law 
drafted by the teachers’ committee 
is under consideration by the board 
of education and some members 


of Congress favorable to the legis- 


lation. 

Under the amendment drafted by 
the teachers, which has been under 
study by a committee of the board 
of education for some time, teachers 
would be permitted to pay into the 
retirement fund from 4 to 8 per 
cent of their annual salary up to 
$2,000. The limit now is up to 
$1,600. The amendment also would 
increase the District share from $10 
to $15. 

The amendment will be con- 
sidered at a committee meeting in 
Franklin school today and it is ex- 
pected to be finally prepared for 
submission to the full board of edu- 
cation when it méets in the school 
tomorrow afternoon. 

The board is expected to approve 
the report of the committee which 
has been prepared in consultation 
with Dr. Frank W. Ballou, super- 
intendent, and other school execu- 
tives and representatives of the 
teachers. The amendment is ex- 
pected to be sent forward to the 
commissioners and in turn trans- 
mitted to Congress. 

Action on the measure in Con- 
gress, however, probably will be 
delayed for several weeks until a 
report on the retirement fund, now 
being prepared, is completed. What 
will be done about further increases 
in the pension law limits will de- 
pend in a large measure on facts 
revealed in this report. 


COURT FINDS FILMS 
USELESS AS EVIDENCE 


Appeals Decision Is Aftermath 
of Crystal Glass Casket 
Co. Case. 


Motion pictures are useless as 
evidence when other and direct 
evidence is available, according to 
the opinion of the court of appeals 
yesterday in a case involving an 
alleged error by a trial justice in 
refusing to allow an exhibition of 
pictures at the trial of James W. 


DeCamp. 
DeCamp was connected with the 


Crystal Glass Casket Co., which 
sold a large quantity of capital 
stock in this city. He was indicted, 
along with other officers of the 
company, on a charge of conspi- 
racy. He was convicted and sen- 
tenced to serve eighteen months. 
His conviction and sentence were 
upheld by the appellate court. 

He attempted to persuade the 
criminal court to allow a reel, pur- 
porting to show that glass caskets 
could be made, to be shown to re- 
fute evidence introduced by the 
government which tended to show 
that a glass casket was a commer- 
cial freak and could not be a prof- 
itable proposition. Several of the 
other defendants were granted 
separate trials and the jury dis- 
agreed as to one. 


SURES BOY'S DEATH 
IS HELD ACCIDENTAL 


Heiskell Fatalities Laid by 
Coroner Nevitt to Gas 
Poisoning. 

Accidental death was the ver- 
dict returned yesterday by the cor- 
oner’s jury inquiring into the 
death of 77-year-old Martin Sures, 
of 4610 Iowa avenue northwest, 
who was almost instantly killed 
Sunday afternoon when run down 
by an automobile driven by 
Charles L. Newlin, of 68 Bryant 
street northwest.

|| District Heads Upheld 


In Pushcart Test Case 


The District commissioners have 
ample authority at law to bar “the 
pushcart vendors from places where 
not only the pushcarts but the nub- 
lic is in danger as well, according 
to the opinion of the Court of Ap- 
yeals yesterday, in a test case 
known as Carranza versus the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, which arose in 
the municipal court. 

The plaintiff contended that the 
police regulations establishing cer- 
tain zones where the vendors may 
do business, amounted to almost 
depriving them of a living. The 
appellate court did not agree with 
that contention, and explained that 
the congested traffic centers were 
sufficient reasons for the enactment 
of the regulation complained of. 


CAPPER FOR ELECTING 
SITS SGHOUL BOARD 


senator Doubts Wisdom of 
Giving Appointing: Power 
to Commissioners. 


MEASURE IS INTRODUCED 


Doubt that the provision in the 
bill to increase the powers of the 
District commissioners s0 as to 
give them authority to appoint 
mémbers of the school board will 
either be ‘‘acceptable to the people 
of the District, or in line with the 


generally-aiccepted principle of 
the absolute divorcement of the 
public schools of America from 
the business and political affairs 
of our cities,’’ was expressed by 
Senator Capper, chairman of the 
Senate District committee, in in- 
troducing the measure yesterday. 

Senator Capper said that he 
would favor a method of school 
board appointment, whereby the 
people will have more direct con- 
trol of the public schools, ‘‘which 
were for so many years sadly neg- 
lected.”’ 

The bill was introduced in the 
House by Chairman Zihlman of the 
House District committee. 

Senator Capper made it plain 
that he did not favor every pro- 
vision of the measure, but believed 
that it’s general purpose would 
“benefit the District and its half- 
million residents.”’ 

When the commissioners for- 
merly appointed the school board 
members, the results were very 
unsatisfactory, the senator said, 
so much so that the appointive 
power was given to the District 
Supreme court. 

The Senate District committee 
will give careful consideration to 
the bill, and the public will be 
given every opportunity to be 
heard, Senator Capper promised. 


BILLS AUTHORIZE SITE 
FOR CAPITAL STADIUM 


Zihiman Requests Bathing 
Beaches; Building Measure 
Is Introduced. 


Bills looking to the erection of a 
stadium here were introduced in 
both the Senate and House yester- 
day by Senator Fernald, chairman 
of the Senate public buildings and 
grounds committee, and Chairman 
Elliott, of a similar House body. 
They would authorize the director 
of public buildings and parks to set 
‘aside a site for a stadium, to be 
erected by a private bond issue. 

In the House, Chairman Zihlman, 
of the House District committee, 
introduced a bill providing for the 
construction of two artificial bath- 
ing beaches. Senator Fernald also 
introduced in the Senate the $150,- 
000,000 public buildings Dill, of 
which $60,000,000, it is specified, 
would be spent in the District. This 
is virtually a committee bill, inas- 
much as the committee directed the 
senator, as chairman, to _ intro- 
duce it. 

The District committee chairmen 
of both houses introduced bills re- 
moving the restriction on the num- 
ber of members of the park police, 
and protecting them through the 
continuance of three-fourths of 
their salary against injuries sus- 
tained in line of duty.
